In the editorial page of Tuesday eve- 
ning, Nov. 25, in an article under the cap- 
tion, “Prices of Shoes,” the writer in the 
first example says the shoes cost $7.95 
and the selling price of same is $12. and 
the gross profit of 33% per cent is wrong 
by 17 per cent, as it should be over 50 
per cent. 

‘Percentages are convenient, but under 
certain conditions they are deceptive. If 
the writer was selling shoes on his meth- 
od of figuring he would be doing business 
on @ er margin than he has any 
idea of, simply because he is Kguring on 
the cost price. ~ 

Thie method (figuring on the cost) is 
not only antiquated, but obsolete. The 
merchant’s business success centers 
around his ability to arrive at correct re- 
sults in figuring his margins. However, 
the merchant who figures his margin on 
the cost is a loser. This method contains 
a fallacy which is dangerous. The true 
rate of per cent which represents the 
mark-up or margin must be figured on 
the selling price, otherwise the mark-up 
cannot rightfully be counted, and pro-

The coal strike has lasted 40 days. Begun in pleas- 
ent weather, on Nov. 1, after extraordinary @fforts 


had been made for a settlement, it approaches its end 
none too soon, with the country in the grip of bitter 


cold, whose duration, it is predicted, may be long. 
After an unsatisfactory season of small earnings, 

the miners have been without any wages at all for 

more than one-eighth of their entire working year.

Any otber possible concessions 
‘are contingent on inquiry and establishment of facts 
to be made in the future. Why could not inquiry and

The familiar complaint against the primary law 
was that it had failed to unhorse the bosses. The 
criticism cannot be refuted. But can this result be 
ascribed to any inberent defect in the law? It is 
notorious that but a smal! percentage of the rank 
and file of any party vote in the primary elections. 
They will not take the trouble to: go to the polls 
They voluntarily exclude themselves from participat- 
ing in the business’ of selecting candidates. They 
deliberately turn this business over to those who ar 
energetically interested in the proposition. In effec: 
they compel the bosses to do what the primary lav 
was designed to prevent the bosses from doing. 

It is a fact of some significance, however, that the 
bosses do not enjoy having this burden thrust upon 
them. The harshest critics of the ‘primary law are 
the bosses themselves. They may yet remain in con. 
trol, but they find the job of picking candidates undtr 
the primary law more difficult and irksome than 
under the old delegate convention system. Moreover 
the outcome is always attended with an uncertainty 
which did not trouble them in the good old days 
For there is no telling what the restive rank anc 
file will do. They are a whimsical crowd, just as apt 
as not to come trooping to the polls, thereby spilling 
all the carefully assorted beans. So, for this reason. 
and others, the bosses of every breed and manne! 
are a unit in deploring the primary law and restoring 


the old-time smooth, efficient, noiseless convention’ 


system. 

There are sound objections to the primary election 
law. Chief of those is the heavy expense it imposes 
upon candidates, the draft upon their time, the wear 
and tear upon their endurance.

UNCLE SAM’S MOST PROMISING PUPIL. 

We are accustomed to speak with satisfaction of 
Philippine progress, but perhaps when all the data 
are in Porto Rico will, after all, be the finest example 
of improved conditions under American ideals and 
American methods. The island has a population of 
1,118,012 and in 20 years of American occupation it 
has accumulated a debt of a little more than $10,- 
000,000, but about half of St. Louis’ debt with a 
smaller population, and the island has $1.50 worth of 
public improvements to show for each $1 of indebt- 
edness. The system of roads and bridges, telegraphs, 
water works, sewers and other things contributing to 
sanitation has been revolutionized. The children in 
school 20 years ago numbered 21,873, on whose edu- 
cation $288,098 a year was spent. Now there are 
160,794 children in schools, the bill for their education 
amounts to $2,467,703 and the number of public 
scbool buildings has increased from 0 to 529. Could 
anything be more typical of American influence than 
the showing in these figures? The insular foreign 
_ trade has grown from $17,502,103 to $141,896,400, more 
than eight fold. 

And of 5953 persons in Government service, only 
208 are nonnatives, of whom 148 are teachers. For 
the most part Porte Rico is paddling her own canoe 
and, having learned the American way, is setting a 
pace for the mainiand.
